To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area.  The  Vital  Statistics  for  the 
year  under  review  were  as  follows.  The  Birth  Rate  15.52  showed  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year  when  it  was  14.81  per  1,000.  The  Death 
Rate  9.23  showed  a fall  on  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  when  it  was  11.60. 
There  were  no  stillbirths  for  the  second  year  in  succession  and  the  Maternal 
Mortality  rate  was  nil  for  the  tenth  year.  One  infant  death  occurred, 
and  the  rate  for  the  year  was  12.65  per  1,000  live  births.  No  infant  deaths 
were  recorded  in  the  previous  year.  Throughout  the  report  a comparison 
will  be  found  between  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Area,  the  Administrative 
County,  and  England  and  Wales. 

Section  B gives  details  of  Laboratory  facilities  and  Health  Services 
for  the  area.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  area  is  well  provided  for 
in  these  respects. 

Section  C deals  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  and  contains  infor- 
mation concerning  the  Water  Supply  to  the  Town  and  Sewage  Disposal. 
The  change  over  from  Gas  Engines  and  Diesel  Oil  to  electrically  driven 
centrifugal  pumps  at  the  water  works  should  be  a great  benefit  in  the 
future  and  the  Committee  concerned  should  be  congratulated  on  its 
enterprise  in  bringing  this  about.  The  results  of  samples  of  water  taken 
during  the  year  were  satisfactory  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  water  from 
the  town  well  before  treatment  was  also  of  a satisfactory  nature.  Sludge 
at  the  Sewage  Works  still  constitutes  a problem  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
addition  of  the  new  sludge  drying  beds  will  help  the  situation  considerably. 

The  next  Section,  D,  which  is  concerned  with  Housing,  shows  that  a 
fall  in  the  number  of  houses  constructed  during  the  period  occurred  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year.  It  must  be  remembered  that  1952  was  an 
exceptionally  good  year  when  58  Council  houses  and  24  flats  were  built. 
The  Council,  however,  were  very  active  in  this  field  in  other  directions 
and  are  to  be  congratulated  on  purchasing  with  a view  to  improving  and 
repairing  some  pre-1914  houses.  Some  Slum  Clearance  areas  were 
purchased  also  with  a view  to  re-development  of  the  sites. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  1952  was  an  exceptionally  good  year 
with  regard  to  the  area  being  free  from  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases. 
In  the  course  of  the  year  only  five  cases  were  notified.  1953  was  also  a 
good  year  but  the  figures  were  up  on  the  previous  year.  Measles  with 
24  cases  was  the  most  prevalent  of  the  infectious  diseases  and  Whooping 
Cough  with  7 cases  came  next.  It  was  very  disappointing  to  note  a 
further  fall  in  the  vaccination  figures.  Out  of  79  births  only  10  infants 
were  vaccinated.  Infancy  is  the  best  time  for  primary  vaccination  and 
the  third  month  is  the  most  suitable.  Parents  should  be  encouraged  to 
seek  the  protection  afforded  by  vaccination  against  such  a deadly  and 
disfiguring  disease  as  Smallpox.  The  immunisation  figures  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  are  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Council  advertised  for  the  post  of  Assistant 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  help  Mr.  Dewhurst  with  his  duties.  An  appoint- 
ment was  made  but  unfortunately  the  successful  candidate  did  not  take 
it  up.  With  increased  work  on  the  Council’s  growing  estates,  Slum 
Clearance,  the  new  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Bill,  and  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Bill  before  Parliament  at  present,  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
would  be  of  considerable  assistance  to  Mr.  Dewhurst.  The  inspection 
and  supervision  of  food  and  food  premises  is  a very  important  item  and 
requires  constant  attention.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  Council  should 
re-consider  the  situation  again  as  such  an  appointment  would  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  town. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dewhurst  for  his  assistance 
and  help  throughout  the  year  and  for  information  supplied  for  this  report. 
I should  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Wilson  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation 
and  help  on  many  matters  and  my  secretary  Miss  Pearson,  for  her  help 
in  compiling  this  report.  Finally  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encourage- 
ment throughout  the  year.  Their  interest  in  health  matters  affecting 
the  town  helps  considerably  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  duties.

SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area — The  Urban  District  of  Irthlingborough  covers  an  area  of 
2,910  acres.  As  stated  in  the  Official  Guide,  Irthlingborough  manages  to 
combine  with  success  the  medieval  and  the  modern.  The  new  estates 
on  the  perimeter  of  the  town  give  evidence  of  the  Council’s  efforts  to  meet 
the  need  of  a growing  population  and  the  housing  of  the  community  in 
fit  property. 

Population — The  Registrar-General  in  his  returns  for  the  year  1953 
gives  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  as  5,090.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  94  on  the  previous  year.  Births  outnumbered  deaths  by  32 
during  the  year. 

Deaths — There  were  47  deaths  during  the  period  and  this  gives  a 
rate  of  9.23  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year 
was  11.60  when  58  deaths  were  recorded.  The  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1953  was  11.4.  The  following  table  shows  a comparison 
between  the  death  rates  for  Irthlingborough,  the  Administrative  County 
and  England  and  Wales  for  the  period  1946  to  1953  :

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  the  death  rate  for  Irthlingborough 
for  the  year  was  the  lowest  over  the  period.  Table  No.  1,  page  21,  gives 
a classification  of  the  causes  of  death  and  is  in  accordance  with  the 
International  Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and  Causes  of 
Death,  1948. 

Births — 79  births  were  registered  during  the  period.  This  gives  a 
rate  of  15.52  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  shows  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year  when  the  rate  was  14.81.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
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for  1953  was  15.5.  Table  No.  2,  page  22,  gives  a record  of  the  Vital 
Statistics  for  the  area  for  a period  dating  back  to  1902. 

Stillbirths — For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  stillbirths  were 
recorded.  The  rate  is  thus  Nil.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1953  was  0.35  per  1,000  (Live  and  Still)  births. 

Maternal  Mortality — No  deaths  have  been  recorded  under  this 
heading  since  1943  when  one  occurred. 

Infant  Mortality — One  infant  death  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  12.65  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
rate  for  the  previous  year  was  nil.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1953  was  26.8. 

Neonatal  Mortality.  This  sub-division  of  the  infant  mortality  rate 
takes  into  consideration  infant  deaths  which  occur  within  28  days  of 
independent  existence.  The  one  infant  death  was  just  outside  this 
period  and  so  the  neonatal  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  nil.  A com- 
parison between  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  Irthlingborough,  the 
Administrative  County  and  England  and  Wales  for  the  last  five  years  is 
shown  in  the  following  table  :

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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Services — The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Northamp- 
ton and  Kettering  provide  facilities  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in 
connection  with  infectious  or  communicable  diseases.  Samples  of  water, 
milk  and  ice-cream  are  also  examined  at  Northampton  Laboratory. 
Since  the  new  premises  were  opened  at  Northampton  investigation  of 
specimens  in  connection  with  virus  infections  can  be  carried  out.  The 
assistance  and  co-operation  of  Dr.  Hoyle  and  Dr.  Voss  of  Kettering  was 
much  appreciated  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — The  demand  for  antitoxin  for  cases  of  Diph- 
theria is  now  negligible  since  the  success  associated  with  the  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  Campaign.  Supplies  of  antitoxin  are  available  at  the 
following  places  : 

Wellingborough  Hospital 
Northampton  General  Hospital 
Rushden  House  Sanatorium 
Rockingham  Road,  Kettering 

The  supply  of  stock  of  antitoxin  now  comes  under  the  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Ambulance  Services — The  County  Council  are  the  responsible  body 
for  this  service  and  arrange  it  through  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade. 
One  ambulance  for  the  district  is  kept  at  Irthlingborough.  Cases  of 
infectious  disease  requiring  removal  to  Harborough  Road  Hospital, 
Northampton,  are  conveyed  by  a section  of  the  Northampton  Brigade 
attached  to  the  hospital. 

Nursing  in  the  Home — Home  Helps — These  services  also  come  under 
the  County  Council.  Applications  for  Home  Helps  have  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  necessary  arrangements 
are  made  through  the  local  Health  Visitor. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — An  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at 
the  St.  Peter’s  Church  School  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday.  An 
Antenatal  Clinic  is  held  at  the  same  place  on  the  fourth  Friday  of  each 
month.  An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  run  by  the  Manfield  Hospital  is  held  on 
the  first  and  third  Friday  afternoons  at  Queen  Street  Wesleyan  School, 
Rushden. 
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Hospitals  — The  area  is  served  by  the  Northampton  and  Kettering 
General  Hospitals.  Out-patient  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Hayway 
Hospital,  Rushden,  which  holds  the  following  out-patient  clinics  :

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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply — In  my  Annual  Report  for  1952  I gave  a full  account 
of  the  water  supply  for  the  town.  This  supply  is  provided  by  the  Urban 
District  Council. 

Source — Four  shallow  wells  sunk  in  the  Nene  Valley  Gravels  near 
Station  Road.  The  principal  or  town  well  supply  is  augmented  by  two 
other  wells.  The  fourth  well  is  used  for  trade  purposes  only. 

Quantity — The  yield  from  the  town  well  is  some  156,000  gallons  per 
day.  The  combined  yield  from  the  two  additional  wells  which  augments 
this  supply  is  about  72,000  gallons  per  day,  and  the  fourth  well  also  gives 
about  72,000  gallons  per  day. 

Treatment — This  consists  of  chlorination  by  means  of  Patersons 
Gravity  Chloronome  apparatus,  the  chlorine  being  admitted  to  the  well 
near  to  the  intake  pipe.  The  water  is  then  filtered  by  means  of  three 
cylindrical  sand  filters  and  then  dechlorinated  by  passage  through 
activated  charcoal  filter.  Water  is  then  pumped  to  a service  reservoir 
near  Windmill  Road.  This  reservoir  has  a capacity  of  689,000  gallons. 
Two  28  h.p.  gas  engines  were  used  for  pumping  purposes  for  the  town 
well  and  4 h.p.  diesel  oil  engines  for  each  of  the  three  other  wells.  During 
the  year  the  Council  decided  to  change  this  method  of  pumping  and 
invited  quotations  for  its  replacement  by  two  electrically  driven  centri- 
fugal pumps  capable  of  pumping  at  a rate  of  15,000  gallons  per  hour. 
Ministry  approval  was  given  to  this  scheme  and  the  orders  placed.  The 
plant  will  be  fully  automatic  and  controlled  by  the  depth  of  water  in  the 
reservoir.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  plant  has  just  been 
installed.  Although  the  gas  engines  have  given  good  service  over  many 
years,  the  installation  of  electric  pumps  should  be  a great  improvement 
to  these  works  and  a considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  pumping. 

Water  Consumption — The  total  consumption  for  the  year  was 
85,348,000  gallons.  This  shows  an  increase  on  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year  which  was  79,357,000  gallons.  The  figures  for  the  past  four  years 
are  as  follows  :

It  will  be  observed  that,  as  foreshadowed  in  the  report  for  the  pre- 
vious year,  a rise  took  place  in  the  amount  of  water  used  for  domestic 
purposes.  This  is  chiefly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  1953  saw  the 
completion  and  occupation  of  the  Council’s  94  houses  on  the  Addington 
Road  Estate,  and  during  the  period  43  houses  which  previously  depended 
on  standpipes  for  their  water  supply  had  a piped  supply  laid  on.  Even 
though  there  has  been  an  increase  in  domestic  consumption,  it  is  still 
considerably  less  than  it  was  in  1950. 

Water  Samples — 141  samples  of  water  used  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes  were  taken  during  the  year.  47  samples  were  taken  before  the 
water  received  treatment  and  94  after  treatment.  The  results  were  as 
follows  :

These  results  are  very  satisfactory.  No  sample  after  treatment 
showed  any  counts,  and  the  four  unsatisfactory  samples  of  untreated 
water  only  showed  small  Presumptive  B.  Coli  counts  with  no  Faecal  Coli. 

Piped  Water  Supplies — 1,620  houses  in  the  area  have  a piped  water 
supply.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  of  123  on  that  for  the  previous 
year.  108  houses  are  dependent  on  standpipes  for  their  water  supply. 
Three  houses  have  no  piped  water  supply  and  no  access  to  the  town's 
mains.  Water  was  laid  on  to  43  houses  during  the  year  which  previously 
were  dependent  on  standpipes.  Since  1946,  307  houses  which  were 
dependent  on  standpipes  have  had  a piped  water  supply  laid  on.  With 
regard  to  the  108  houses  still  depending  on  standpipes,  a large  proportion 
of  these  premises  are  subject  to  unconfirmed  Clearance  Orders,  or  are  in 
such  a condition  that  action  will  be  necessary  in  the  future  under  Section 
25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — Sewage  Works — A brief 
description  of  method  adopted  in  dealing  with  sewage  and  the  plant  at 
the  works  is  as  follows  : Sewage  enters  collecting  tanks — from  this  is 
pumped  to  Detritus  tanks  and  from  this  to  Pyramidal  continuous  flow 


settlement  tanks — then  by  gravitation  to  six  circular  primary  filter  beds. 
The  effluent  from  these  primary  filter  beds  is  collected  in  a humus  tank 
and  from  this  tank  is  led  to  three  secondary  filter  beds.  The  effluent  from 
these  secondary  filter  beds  is  collected  in  a second  humus  tank  and  from 
this  the  outfall  from  the  works  passes  on  into  the  River  Nene.  Due  to 
the  nature  of  the  sewage  dealt  with  at  these  works  sludge  has  always  been 
a big  problem.  Trade  effluents  are  the  cause  of  this  and  the  fact  that  the 
domestic  sewage  is  not  sufficient  in  quantity  to  dilute  down  this  trade 
waste.  Secondary  filtration  is  also  necessary  to  deal  with  this  strong 
sewage.  As  the  existing  sludge  beds  were  inadequate  to  deal  with  the 
amount  of  sludge,  eight  new  sludge  beds  were  constructed  during  the 
year.  When  first  used  these  beds  were  not  altogether  satisfactory,  as 
sludge  took  longer  to  dry  out  than  anticipated.  Further  investigations 
were  carried  out  and  different  methods  adopted  with  regard  to  the  use  of 
these  beds.  Some  improvement  has  been  noted  following  this  and  methods 
of  sludge  digestion  are  being  explored.  The  works  are  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  250  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year 
on  the  Addington  Road  Housing  Site.  The  Finedon  Road  and  Station 
Road  sewers  received  treatment  during  the  period. 

A firm  in  the  town  installed  a treatment  plant  to  deal  with  their 
effluent  before  being  discharged  into  the  town’s  sewers.  This  should 
help  with  regard  to  the  constituency  of  crude  sewage  reaching  the  works. 
Further  observation  is  necessary  of  trade  effluents  discharged  into  the 
public  sewers. 

The  total  volume  treated  at  the  works  was  77,348,000  gallons  which 
again  shows  a decrease  on  the  previous  year  when  it  was  85,346,000 
gallons.  The  average  daily  flow  for  1953  was  212,904  gallons  compared 
with  233,  824  gallons  in  1952. 

Disinfection — Disinfection  of  premises  following  infectious  diseases 
is  carried  out  as  necessary.  Articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  asso- 
ciated with  such  cases  can  be  disinfected  by  arrangement  with  Rushden 
Urban  District  Council  who  maintain  a steam  disinfection  station. 

Movable  Dwellings,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  S.  269 — No  applications 
were  received  for  licences  for  caravans  in  the  area  during  the  period. 

Public  Cleansing — A 50  cwt.  Bedford  Motor  Lorry  is  maintained  by 
the  Council  for  removal  of  house  refuse.  Approximately  860  loads  of 
refuse  were  collected  and  transferred  to  the  tip  during  the  period.  The 
tip  is  situated  off  the  Ditchford  Road  about  2 miles  from  the  town.  Con- 
trolled tipping  is  carried  out. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 — An  agreement  was  entered 
into  with  the  Wellingborough  Urban  District  Council  to  provide  the 
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services  of  a rodent  operator,  who  would  visit  the  area  monthly.  This 
meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  and  the  scheme  is  working  out 
in  a satisfactory  manner.  During  the  period  the  following  work  was 
carried  out  :

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SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 

During  1953  twelve  houses  were  completed  and  occupied.  In  the 
previous  year  58  houses  and  24  flats  were  constructed.  The  building 
programme  since  the  war  now  consists  of  190  Council  houses  completed 
and  20  temporary  pre-fabricated  bungalows.  The  Council  also  assisted 
in  financing  72  houses  erected  by  the  East  Midland  Housing  Association 
and  have  the  right  to  nominate  tenants  from  their  housing  list.  Although 
progress  with  regard  to  the  erection  of  houses  was  not  great  during  the 
year,  the  Council  were  active  in  making  plans  for  the  development  of 
further  sites  for  the  erection  of  more  houses.  Contracts  were  let  and 
work  started  on  10  houses  in  Cherry  Street,  and  the  development  of  a 
further  site  at  Addington  Road  for  the  erection  of  28  houses  was  carried 
out.  Plans  were  also  drawn  up  for  the  re-development  of  a Slum  Clearance 
Area  in  Park  Road  which  is  to  provide  for  26  dwellings. 

In  addition  to  the  erection  of  new  houses,  the  Council  purchased  20 
existing  pre-1914  houses  with  the  object  of  putting  them  into  a good  state 
of  repair  and  providing  the  tenants  with  reasonably  modern  amenities. 
At  the  time  of  writing,  a contract  has  been  let  to  commence  work  on  8 of 
these  houses. 

The  Council  granted  5 private  licences  to  construct  houses  during 
the  year  and  two  private  houses  were  constructed. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  106.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  when  it  was 
87.  The  number  of  applicants  in  1952  was  considerably  reduced  by  the 
Council’s  building  programme  for  that  year  when  82  premises  were  made 
available. 

The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  scheme  of  purchasing  some 
pre-1914  houses  and  carrying  out  certain  works  of  improvement  in  con- 
junction with  necessary  repairs.  It  means  that  the  life  of  these  houses  is 
considerably  lengthened,  the  amenities  for  the  tenants  improved,  and 
thus  suitable  accommodation  at  an  economic  rent  provided.  Such  a 
scheme  is  undeniably  in  the  best  interests  of  the  town,  it  saves  houses 
which  if  let  deteriorate  would  develop  into  slum  property  and  be  the 
subject  of  Slum  Clearance  Orders.  It  provides  suitable  accommodation 
at  a low  rent.  It  saves  the  cost  of  building  Council  houses  to  replace 
these  properties.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Table  No.  4,  page  24,  gives  a synopsis  of  inspections  carried  out  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year. 

Milk  Supply — T he  situation  remains  similar  to  that  reported  last 
year.  Inspectors  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  are 
responsible  for  sampling  milk  from  producers.  The  County  Council,  as 
the  Ficensing  Authority,  for  pasteurisation  plants,  sample  milk  from 
these  sources.  As  stated  in  my  report  last  year,  I am  of  the  opinion 
that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  samples  are  taken  by  other  Authori- 
ties, we,  as  the  local  authority,  should  also  take  samples  locally.  The 
situation  can  only  be  kept  under  observation  by  doing  this,  as  the  results 
of  samples  taken  by  the  Ministry  Inspectors,  are  not  made  known  to  the 
local  authority.  A number  of  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
the  results  were  as  follows  :

Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940 — As  in  previous 
years  the  Rushden  Abattoir,  which  comes  under  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
served  the  area.  All  meat  killed  at  this  Abattoir  is  inspected  before 
being  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption.  It  is  of  paramount  impor- 
tance that  animals  should  be  slaughtered  under  hygienic  conditions  in 
suitable  premises.  Also  that  meat  inspection  should  be  carried  out  by 
suitably  trained  inspectors,  and  that  the  necessary  facilities  should  be 
available  for  their  inspections.  The  Inspectors  at  the  Rushden  Abattoir 
have  had  vast  experience  of  this  work  and  it  is  interesting  to  note,  in  the 
course  of  a year,  the  variety  of  causes  for  the  conedmning  of  meat.  This 
is  a silent  service  of  which  the  public  know  little,  and  yet  daily  they 
receive  protection  from  diseased  meat. 

Food  Inspection — Ice-cream — 19  samples  of  ice-cream  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton,  for  examination. 
The  results  of  these  samples  were  as  follows  :

The  Ministry  requirements  suggest  that  80%  of  results  should  fall 
into  categories  1 and  2 and  from  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  17  out  of 
19,  or  almost  90%  fell  into  these  two  categories. 

Clean  Food  Drive — Some  lectures  on  Food  Poisoning  were  given  to 
the  different  organisations  in  the  towrn  during  the  year.  It  is  hoped  to 
arrange  some  lectures  and  film  shows  on  this  subject  and  Food  Hygiene 
for  persons  engaged  in  the  food  business  in  1954.  It  is  desirable  that  a 
campaign  should  be  kept  up  throughout  the  years.

The  vaccination  figures  for  1953  were  most  disappointing.  The 
previous  two  years  had  shown  a slight  improvement,  31  and  34  and  it 
was  hoped  that  this  would  be  maintained.  Outbreaks  of  smallpox 
have  occurred  in  the  country  in  the  last  few  years.  Under  the  present 
circumstances  the  arrival  of  a contact  in  the  area  would  cause  a con- 
siderable risk  to  the  community.  The  best  age  for  primary  vaccination 
is  at  3 months  and  parents  should  be  encouraged  to  have  their  infants 
vaccinated  against  this  disfiguring  deadly  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever— One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified.  This  was 
the  first  case  for  two  years.  In  recent  years  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  of  a 
mild  variety  compared  with  that  of  some  years  ago,  but  it  is  a disease 
that  must  always  be  treated  with  care. 

Diphtheria— No  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  reported  in  the  area 
for  fifteen  years.  The  present  generation  of  young  parents  thus  have 
little  knowledge,  and  no  experience  of  this  serious  disease.  Propaganda 
concerning  the  advisability  of  parents  having  their  children  immunised  is 
necessary  from  time  to  time.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of 
children  in  the  different  age  groups  who  had  completed  a full  course  of 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  on  the  31st  December,  1953  :

A combined  inoculation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  is 
now  widely  used.  Parents  when  having  their  infants  protected  against 
Diphtheria  take  the  opportunity  also  of  having  them  inoculated  against 
Whooping  Cough.  This  most  probably  has  helped  the  Immunisation 
Campaign  against  Diphtheria  considerably  because  Whooping  Cough  is  far 
better  known  to  young  parents.  It  is  a very  distressing  disease  and  can 
be  dangerous  to  the  very  young.  The  complications  following  Whooping 
Cough  can  also  be  severe.  The  number  of  combined  inoculations  carried 
out  during  the  year  were  as  follows  :

The  combined  Diphtheria-Pertussis  figures  are  included  in  the 
figures  for  Diphtheria  immunisation. 

Pertussis  (Whooping  Cough) — Seven  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were 
notified.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  no  notifications,  but  in  1951 
there  were  31  cases  notified.  The  cases  all  occurred  in  September  and 
it  is  interesting  to  note  from  Table  No.  6,  page  25,  that  no  cases  occurred 
in  infants. 

Measles — Twenty-four  cases  of  Measles  occurred  compared  with  four 
in  the  previous  year.  The  cases  were  spread  throughout  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  April  when  a peak  occurred. 
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Erysipelas — No  cases  were  notified.  One  case  occurred  in  the 
previous  year. 

Pneumonia — Four  cases  were  notified  compared  with  nil  in  the 
previous  year.  Three  deaths  under  this  heading  were  recorded.  In  the 
previous  year  two  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause. 

Influenza — For  the  second  year  no  deaths  were  recorded  from  this 
cause. 

Poliomyelitis— No  cases  occurred.  The  area  has  now  been  free  from 
this  disease  for  three  years. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever— One  fatal  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever 
occurred  in  a young  child  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis — Eight  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  Six 
were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  two  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  in  males  and  four  in  females. 
Non-respiratory  cases  occurred  in  a male  and  in  a female.  In  the  previous 
year  there  were  six  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  no  cases 
of  Non-respiratory  Tuberculosis.  There  were  three  deaths  from  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  compared  with  two  in  the  previous  year.  The 
situation  with  regard  to  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  over  the  period  of  the 
last  five  years  is  as  follows  :

THE  FACTORIES  ACT,  1937 

There  are  42  factories  on  the  register,  five  more  than  last  year.  26 
inspections  of  these  factories  were  carried  out.  Form  572  (Revised)  is 
given  in  Table  No.  3,  page  23,  and  from  this  will  be  seen  details  of  inspec- 
tions carried  out  and  action  taken. 

There  are  46  outworkers  in  the  area,  five  less  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  Sanitary  arrangement  at  one  factory  was  unsuitable  and  this 
matter  was  dealt  with. 

There  was  no  action  necessary  in  respect  of  homework  (Sections 
110  and  111). 

In  those  factories  where  mechanical  power  is  not  used,  provision  as 
to  cleanliness,  numbers  employed,  temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage 
of  floors,  no  serious  complaint  was  received.
